Yom  Kippur  is  one  honored  tradition  diat  has  enabled  Judaism  to 
endure  for  so  many  generations.  It  is  the  Day  of  Atonement,  when  old 
hurts,  grievances,  and  all  manner  of  relational  problems  are  dealt  with 
in  an  atmosphere  of  forgiveness  and  cooperation,  clearing  die  decks  for 
the  year  to  come.

BOOK  watch 


Under  the  Eye  of  the  Clock 
by  Christopher  Nolan 

Revieived  by  Glorianna  Locklear 

I owe  Madehne  Votta  a  pubhc  apolog)-,  and 
diis  is  it.  She  lent  me  Christopher  Nolan's 
Under  the  Eye  of  the  Clock  a  couple  of 
months  ago,  and  I  put  off  reading  it  for  a  long 
time,  fearing  that  it  was  one  of  those  overly 
sweet  personal  stories  that  sets  my  teeth  on 
edge.  I  should  have  trusted  iMadehne's  taste 
more,  and  will  from  now  on,  as  I  am  grateful 
for  the  introduction. 

Christ}'  Nolan  had  a  difficult  birth  and  was 
deprived  of  oxTgen  for  quite  some  time, 
resulting  in  a  cerebral  palsy  that  left  him  widi 
a  body  having  almost  no  voluntary^  control  of 
itself — not  even  the  left  foot  that  fate  left 
Christ)'  Brown.  We  would  cidl  him  a 
quadraplegic  in  diis  countrv';  in  the  Ireland  of 
his  birth,  he  was  called  spastic.  The  only  bodily 
control  fate  left  Christy  Nolan  was  enough 
strengtli  in  his  neck  to  let  him  look  up  or 
down,  and  a  throat  that  could  swallow 
hquids — sometimes,  Except  for  making 
sounds  he  could  not  control,  he  had  no  voice 


in  the  usual  sense. 

Christy  Nolan  wius  lucky  enough  to  be  born  to 
parents  who  loved  liim  exactly  a.s  he  was,  and 
did  whatever  it  took  to  help  him  have  the  best 
hfe  possible.  He  also  had  a  sister  with  the 
grace  to  do  the  same,  who  added  much  joy  to 
liis  existence  by  treating  him  just  hke  any  other 
brother,  complete  with  squabbles  and 
jealousies.  His  family  knew  early  on  that 
Christy  had  perfectly  normal  intelligence,  or 
even  more.  He  had  no  way  to  communicate 
except  liis  eyes  and  head-nodding,  but  that  was 
enough  for  Christy  to  express  his 
understanding — and  liis  will. 

Christy  Nolan's  first  formal  education  was  at 
die  Central  Remedial  Chnic  School  in  Dubfin, 
but  when  he  aged  out  of  that  he  insisted  on 
tning  pubhc  school.  He  graduated  from 
Mount  Temple  Comprehensive  and  went  on  to 
take  classes  at  Trinity  College.  At  the  age  of  14, 
he  learned  to  type  with  a  "unicorn  stick" 
attached  to  his  forehead  and  his  modier  or 
teacher  behind  Iiim  to  steady  his  head.  At  the 
age  of  15,  he  pubhshed  his  first  book,  Dam- 
Burst  of  Dreams,  a  volume  of  poetrv^  that 
brought  him  international  attention.  His 


second  book  is  this  one,  pubhshed  at  21. 

The  "voiceless'^  spastic  has  also  written  a 
novel.  The  Banyan  Tree,  which  took  him  12 
years  to  write,  was  pubhshed  in  1999,  and  is  a 
great  sight  better  than  most  contemporary 
novels  I've  read.  He  has  a  dehght  in  clever, 
allusive  language  that  reminds  die  reader  of 
Joyce,  but  without  the  impenetrable 
affectations  that  Joyce  sometimes  succumbed 
to.  The  Banyan  Tree  is  the  joyful,  ebulhent  tale 
of  a  long  and  mosdy  happy  marriage,  without 
being  the  least  bit  sappy.  It  is  hfe-affirming  and 
spirit-warmmg  and  all  the  good  things  we  hope 
from  a  n  ve!  ':s  language  is  unique  and  utterly 
charming. 

All  diree  of  Christy  Nolan's  books  are  quite 
marvelous,  whether  or  not  he  had  to 
accomphsh  them  the  hard  way  and  against 
enormous  physical  odds.  They  aren't  "good 
for  a  cripple,"  but  just  plain  good,  and  diat  is 
the  point  of  Christy's  fife's  work.  He  endured 
14  years  of  silence,  of  not  being  able  to  say  one 
single  diing  except  with  nodding  head  and 
expressive  eyes.  When  fiberated  fi'om  this 
prison  of  silence,  he  never  forgot  all  diose

The  Triad  Covenant  of  UU  Pagans  (CUUPs) 
volunteered  to  mow  the  lawn  for  the 
months  of  May,  June,  and  July  this  year. 
On  Fri,  May  16.  Kenny  Poplin  and  I  had  started 
the  weekly  mowing  riaial.  I  started  at  the 
playground  area  and  Kenny  went  to  the  side  of 
the  ^'road.

After  she  laid  a  couple 
of  eggs,  we  decided  that 
she  probiil:)ly  preferred 
not  have  any  help 
with  her  birthing 
chore,  so  we  left 
her  to  her  work.  I 
skipped  the  play- 
ground for  the  time 


being,  imd  we  mowed  the  rest  of  the  lawn. 
When  we  finished,  we  checked  on  the  birthing 
process  to  find  a  neat  and  only  slightly 
disturbed  mound  of  dirt  where  she  had  been. 

1  eagerly  went  home  and  searchc^f^  the  Internet 
for  information  on  snapping  turtles.  I  found  a 
great  site  (chelydra.org)  that  gave  me  all  the 
iiifo  1  needed.  I  did  find  out  that  our  15-inch 
mother  was  a  large  and  older  common 
snapper.  With  normal  gestation  of  80  to  90 
da\s.  I  had  lots  of  time  before  1  needed  to  come 
up  with  20  to  30  names  for  the  new  UU 
members.  Kenny  and  I  kept  tabs  on  the  nesting 
site  to  be  sure  that  it  wius  left  undisturbed. 

As  the  date  on  mv  calendiu*  came  closer,  I 
began  to  worry  if  there  had  been  enough  sun, 
enough  rain,  too  much  rain,  too  cold,  too  hot, 
etc.,  etc.  The  one  thing  that  did  v:oncern  us  was 
the  fact  that  the  nesting  site  did  catch  the  rain 
runoff  at  the  edge  of  the  building  and  had 
packed  the  ground  prettN'  hard.  Could  the  Uttle 
cherubs  dig  through  the  hard  earth?  Ml  the  info 
1  had  indicated  that  a  nice  mix  of  simd  and  peat 
moss  for  nests  wils  best.  So,  Kenny  and  I 
loosened  the  top  soil  verv'  carefully  ever\^  few 
davs  near  the  birthing  date. 


On  Tliesday,  August  12,  CUUPS  had  the  August 
full  moon  celebration  and  I  had  the  opportunity^ 
to  check  on  the  nesting  site.  It  was  the  88th  day 
of  incubation  (100  days  is  not  uncommon). 
Evenlliing  looked  the  same.  I  decided  to  loosen 
the  dirt  agiun,  and  I  very  gingerly  began  to 
loosen  the  soil  When  I  w;is  down  only  a  few 
inches,  I  meet  a  new  hatchling  making  its  wa\' 
to  the  surface,  .\shara  Sweetwater  imd  Cindy 
WiUiams  came  by  to  check  my  progress  and 
saw  the  new  baby.  I  rinsed  it  off  in  some  rain 
water  nearby  and,  boy,  did  it  Uke  that!  It 
became  real  lively  and  was  eager  to  find  its  lot 
in  hfe.  So.  we  let  it  go  on  its  way  and  left  ever\'- 
thing  iLS  it  wiLS.  I  returned  on  Friday,  August  IS, 
for  the  .\rt  Reception  (for  all  those  who  missed 
it,  it  was  great! )  imd  all  the  hatclilings  were  gone, 
leaving  a  huge  pile  of  egg  sacks  in  the  bottom 
of  the  hole  that  w;ls  now  exposed  to  the  surface. 
I  found  only  one  egg  that  had  not  hatched  imd 
was  hard.  .Ml-in-all  it  wils  a  great  hatch  by  any 
standard;  about  25  eggs  in  the  clutch.  I'm  sure 
that  we  won't  get  these  new  members  to  sign 
the  book,  but  they  will  make  great  fiiends. 

1,  for  one,  am  verv'  glad  for  tliis  experience  and 
realize  that  volunteering  can  have  some  of  its
